Without naming the Communist 
regimes, the Japanese statement 
urged thar they ard ASEAN 
“shape uew relations” and said 
that Japan and ASEAN “reaf- 
‘urmed their determination to 
intensify thetr efforts to achieve 
these objectives." 

While most of the 
heads of government adopted 
conciliatory aitliudes toward 
Vietnam.

Collaborate to Avoid Offending Turks 
Cyprus Communists Steer for Stability 


By Joe Ales Morris Jr. 


NICOSIA, Aug. 6—Cyprus's 
powerful Communist party has 
decided to continue its policy of 
cooperation with other political 
parties, according to its two most 
important members, party leader 
Ezekian Papaioannou and trade 
union chief Andreas Ziartides. 

They said that the precarious 
pohtical situation on divided 
Cyprus following the death last 
week of Archbishop Makarios end 
the threat of outside interren- 
tion. dictated further cooperation 
with the beurgeois parties. 

What Greek Cypriots fear most 
is giving the Turks an excuse to 
seize more of the island. They 
took 38 per cent of it in 1974 
when a coup inspired by the 
Greek military Juntn temporarily 
ousted President Makarios. 

Akel, as the Communist party 
is called here. is the biggest and 
best organized party on the is- 
land. For years, it accepted a 
junior role in the nationalist 
coalition under President Maka~ 
tios although it zegularly gets 40 
per cent of the vote. It was 
here. not in Italy, that the first 
“historic compromise” between 
the Communists and the bour- 
geois parties took place. 

“Other Commuunists criticized 
us for supporting Makarios.” Mr. 
Ziartides said. “But we support- 
ed him because he was anti- 
imperialist.” 

Under this compromise, Akel 
has accepted a political formula 
that gave it only nine seats in 
the 35-member parliament, al- 
though Mr. Papaioannou believed 
that the party could have won 
perhaps 15 on its own. 

“We did not ask for more be- 
cause of the emphasis on unity,” 
the party leader said.

Young Reassures Jamaicans 
Of U.S. Support, Assistance

KINGSTON ᾿ (WP).—U.S. Am-~ 
bassador to the UN Andrew 
Young Sunday ended a two-day 
visit bere-after assuring Prime 
Minister Michael Manley that 
the United States respects his ef- 
forts to steer Jamaica along 
political and economic paths 
that Mr, Manley calls “a third 
way” between capitalism and 
Communism. 

US, officials accompanying Mr. 
‘Young’ said privately that the 
Carter administration, in ab at- 
tempt to match this pledge with 
deeds, is proposing to increase 
substantially financial aid for 
the troubled Jamaican economy, 

If Congress approves, the offi- 
cials said, annual U.S. assistance 
to this istand of 2 million persons 
will jump from its current level 
of slightly more than $10 million 
to between $50 million and $60 


. million through the 1978 fiscal 
year. 


$12 -Million Agreement - 
The first part of this package, 
@ $12-million agreement covering 
surplus food sales to Jamaica, 
will be signed Monday. The of- 
ficials said that other parts of 
the program, which are still being 
worked out, may include technical 


‘assistance and development proj- 


ects for agriculture and education 
and a $10-million commodity im- 
port Joan that will enable Ja- 
maica to purchase badly needed 
equipment, such as machinery for 
agricultural cooperatives. 

- Mr Young's visit, along with 
the negotiations on increased aid, 
1s intended to symbolize the 
Carter administration’s determi- 
nation to. improve Washington's 
strained relations with Jamaica 
and increase cooperation with all 
the Caribbean countries. 

:Mr. Young pointedly made Ja- 
maica the first stop of his 10- 
nation Caribbean tour and con- 
tinually emphasized his personal 
affection for the country which 
he has visited frequently in the 


At a meeting Saturday with 
university students, he said that 
he first came to Jamaica two 
decades ago when he was a young 
civi] tights leader from Georgia 
“where blacks were not allowed 
to vote: or do hardly anything.” 

He was “emotionally over- 
whelmea” at that time, Mr. 


Young seid, “to land in Jamaica 
and have my passport stamped 
by 8. black official and then go 
out and see black policemen and 
black clerks the banks,” 
He added: “It was the first time 
Τὰ been anywhere where I saw 
black people running anything.” 

Mr. Young's affection for Ja~ 
maica has not been universally 
sheared in Washington in the

Manley’s program of “democratic 
socialism.” It emphasizes a gov- 
ermment rofe in the economy and 
inereased worker participation in 
the ownership of industry and 
agriculture. 

Mr. Manley’s policies also have 

emphasized nationalism and an 
identification with the Third 
World bloc. He maintains a close 
friendship with Cuban President 
Fidel Castro which has caused 
his domestic foes to charge that 
he is trying to move Jamaica 
into Communist orbit, 

Economic Slump 

‘The Jamaican economy, tradi- 
tionally plagued by high unem- 
ployment and a high birth rate, 
has been especially depressed in 
the last year because of a big 
slump in its bauxite, sugar and 
banana exports and the flight 
of domestic and foreign investors 
frightened by Mr. Maniley's poli- 
cies.

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Carter Has Learned to Live With Congress

WASHINGTON, Aug. δ «XTT?. 
wAfter the prickly mood of coi- 
Tfrontation with Capitol Hill 
through most of the spring, Pres- 
ident Carter has oow established 
@ more workable give-and-take 
relationship with Congress as 115 
members head home for the sum- 
mer recess. 

The price of such an arrange- 
ment has been a recent willinc- 
ness on Mr. Carter's part to 
accept compromises on the farm 
bill, water projects and domestic 
spending and to trim his sights 
on other issues. But this has 
produced successes that he need- 
ed snd broken him out of the 
earlier logjam with Congress. 

His energy program, whieh was. 
severely crippled as it moved 
through House committees three 
months ago, is emerging surpris- 
ingly intact now that the House 
as a whole has done its work, 
Early last week, the President's 
supporters beat back a petroleum 
industry push for deregulation of 
Datural gas prices. Except for 
the controversial gasoline tex, 
most of the other central features 
of the Carter energy Brogan 
have been largely restor 

Jame, Schlesinger ny been 
quickly named, approved and 
sworn in as secretary of energy. 
He does not have the full author~ 
ity te set natural gas prices that 
the White House wanted but as 
Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Texas, re- 
marked, “He still has more power 
than anyone except my wife,” 

Pork-Barrel Projects 

The clean-air and strip-mining 
bills that have taken shape az 
fairly close to the President's 
liking. On public works, he fell 
short of stopping as many pork- 
barrel water projects as he once 
hoped but he has at least estab- 
lished the principle that they are 
no longer sacrosanct. 

Initially, Mr. Carter wanted to 
trim 31, trimmed back to 18, and 
had to settle for 9, but that was 
better than his White House pre- 
decessors have done because none 
of them dared to try challenging 
Congress on such a touchy issue. 


Beyond the specific legislative 


gains, the atmosphere of rela- 


tions between Capitol Hill and the 
‘White House has improved mark- 
edly. Members of Congress speak 
soothingly of the President's in- 
telligence and accessibility and 
no longer vie with each other to 
tell tales of the discourtesies and 
political snubs they have en- 
countered among the Carter en- 
tourage. 

Just six weeks ago, for example. 
Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Byrd snapped back at Mr. Car- 
ter’s charges that Congress was 
knockling under to “special in- 
terests” on the energy issue by 
tartly suggesting that the Presi- 
dent “cool it just a bit at this 
stage and let the [legislative] 
process work.” But recently, the 
West Virginia Democrat lauded 
the President for pulling back his 
proposed sale of aircraft to Iran 
in the face of unbeatable opposi- 
tion, calling him a “man willing 
to listen, to re-evaluate his posi- 
tion” and ready to “go hal{war 
and beyond.” 

Flexibility Seen 

“The President is far more 
flexionle now and he's going to be 
2 lot more effective as a result.” 
conceded Senate Minority Lecder 
Howard Baker jr. of Tennessee. 
“I thins he's getting better at the 
job, He's very smart but he came 
to the job with a Georgia back- 
ground and he never had to deal 
with an opposition. He learns 
quick]y and his relations with 
Congress are improving.” 

A liberal House Democrat. once 
quit? critical of Frank Moore, the 
President's congressional liaison 
chief, praised his iobbying ef- 
forts on the energy bill and gen- 
eral improvements in his opera- 
tion. A conservative House com- 
mittee chairman, irked by Whiie 
House snubs in the early months 
of the administration, commented 


iasb week on the Pros 
idenvs acccesibility and his 
seeming recognition of the ex- 
pertise of Congress an specific 
ἸΕΞΌ ΟΣ, 
“He's finally begun to learn 
that some of us do mow what 
we're doing,” the Southern Dem- 
orra: commerted, 

Although the President's 
troubles with Congress are far 
from over, there is a striking 
contrast today .u the atmo- 
spnere of his relations with Con- 
gress from earlier periods, 

AS the outset, leaders such as 
House Speaker Thomas O'Neill 
jx. publicly chafed at what they 
interpreted as his disdain for the 
legislature and warned him it 
was dangerous to think he could 
go over the heads of Consress t> 
the people. Later, Rep. O'Neill, 
a lumbering Biassachusetts Irish 
politician of the old school, told 
Mr. Carter he was pusbing Con- 
gress too much and had to set out 
Priorities for action, The House 
Wars and Means Committee, 
which had to handle mest of the 
Carter proposals, was overloaded 
and the Budset Committee chair- 
man felt the White House did 
nov understand the importance 
that Congress attached to its own 
budget process. 

In part, the atmosphere of rela- 
tions between the White House 
and Congress has now improved 
because Mr. Carter no longer 
shows the outsider's disdain for 
Capitol Bill but acts as though 


he is more sensitive to the pre- 
rogatives and feelings of power- 
ful members. 

More fundamentally, however, 
he has had to be less dogmatic 
2nd more compromising than 
many members had feared he 
would be. He has had to be able 
to take defeats or withdraw 
quickly to avoid them—as he did 
in mid-April with the $50 tax 
Tebate—and he has had to settle 
for partial victories_ 

A high White House official 
insisted Jast week that this had 
been the President's plan all 
along. “It's in the Nature of 
things that there has to be a 
negotiating time but you ean't let 
your last offer be known at the 
start,” this presidential intimate 
said. “Now, at the end of the 
Seszion, the bargains are becom- 
ing more apparent." 

But on Capito] Hill there is 
skepticism that this was the Car- 
ter plan from the outset. In Con- 
gress, the feeling is that Mr. Car- 
ter had to learn the hard way 
to respect the power and inde- 
pendence of Congress and, even 
now, is successful only when he 
is prepared to compromise, 

The turning point came in 
early June when the President 
and Rep. O'Neill struck a deal 
on the water projects—the issue 
that bad rankled Congress the 
most. The price of improved 
relations has been compromise 
on issues where the President ini- 
tually said he would not yield. 


Rep. O'Neill promised to sup- 
port 2 compromire on the water 
projects in return for a White 
House concession to go along 
with nearly $1 billion m extra 
spending for domestic programs 
that House liberals wanted and 
Mr. Carter opposed. Otherw!se. 
the speaker warned that the rural 
and urban members were going to 
combine forces, with rural mem-= 
bers backing funds for urban- 
oriented departments and urban 
members backing all the xater 
projects, all to the emtbarrass- 
ment of the President, 


The speaker successfully drove 
a wedge into that budding part~- 
nership and on June 14 rallied 
sufficient strength on the water- 
projects issue to demonstrate 
that the House could never aver- 
ride a presidential veto. That 
tactical victory gave credibility 
to the Certer-O'Neili alliance and 
spared Mr. Carter two of the 
three vetoes he had threatened 
on May 26, 


To get that victory, Mr. Carter 
had to give ground on both the 
water projects and his cherished 
effort to hold cown spending. 
Last week, he gave ground on 
another spending bill that he 
threatened to veto—the farm 
pill He has had to accept wheal- 
price supports 40 cents higher 
than his original ceiling in a 
package that could cost $6.1 bil- 
lion this year, instead of lus 
original limit of $2.3 billion. 


1-50 Years in Jail Possible 


Polanski Pleads s Guilty to Sex Crime in U.S. 


SANTA MONICA, Calif., Aug. 
8 (AP)—Movie director Roman 
Polanski pleaded guilty today to 
having had uniawful sexual 
intercourse with a 13-year-old 
51 

He wil be 
Sept. 19. 

“I had sexual intercourse with 
a female person not my wile 
under the age of 18.” Polanski, 
43, read from a prepared legal 
document, 

Deputy district attorney Roger 
Gunson warned Polanski: “Since 
you are not a citizen of the 
United States, a possible consc- 
quence of your plea is that you 
might be deported.” 

Mr. Gunson said that the 
district attorney would recom- 
mend dropping five other counts 
of sexual perversion and drug 
abuse against Polanski, who is 8 
French citizen. 

When asked if he understood 
what his maximum sentence 
might be, the 43-year-old director 
answered calmly: ‘One to 50 
years in state prison.” Mr. Gun- 
son told Polanski that proceed~ 
ings will be started to determine 
if he is a mentally disordered sex 
offender. 

Superior Court Judge Laurence 
Rittenband. who accepted the 
plea. ordered that Polanski be 
examined by two psychiatrists 
and set 3 hearing for Sept. 19 
for a report on the results. 

An attorner representing the 
family of the 13-year-old girl 
asked the judge to accept 
Polanski’s plea. to protect the

A Latter-Day Phenomenon: Polygamy in the Western U.S.

MURRAY, Uteh, Auz. 8 (WP). 
—Plural marriage. once the 
peculiar institution of the 
Mormons and the Utah Territory, 
continues to flourish illegally in 
the ittermountain West. 

Estimates on the number of 
polygemists in the West vaty 
widely, but 50,000 is a commonly 
accepted figure. Perhaps half of 
them live in Utah but there are 

polygamist sects in Arizona, 
Idaho, California and other West- 
ern states, 

Polygamy was an accepted part 
of the doctrine of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
—Mormons—from 184) when 
Brigham Young. who had 27 
wives and 56 children, proclaimed 
“the state of desert.” In 1890, 
the church outlawed polygamy as 
a condition of Utah's admission 
ta the Union. 

After the 1890 decision. Mor- 
mons tried to root ont polrgamy 
from their church, excommuni- 
eating anyone who advocated or 
practiced the doctrine. Ervil 
Lebaron. who heads 2a group be 
calls Church of the Lamb of 
God, was excommunicated for 
polygamy, in 1944 while serving on 
a mission to Mexico for the 
Mormons. 

Practice Continues 

Despite secular and sectarian 
_prosecution, however, the practice 
has not died. Polygamists are 


organized into a variety of sects - 


and communities. some in remote 
towns that are exclusively polyg- 
amist. The best-known is Calo- 
rado City, Aric. across the state 
Eine from Utah. 


Colorado City, then known as 
Short Creek, was the scene οἵ 
a raid organized by Arizona Gov. 
Howard Pyle in 1953. The 
botched raid netted mostly. 
women and ‘children, not the 
polygamist leaders of the com- 
munity, and backfired politically 
when Mr. Pyle lost the Mormon. 
vote the following year and was 
denied the Republican Tenomina- 
tion for governor. ὁ 

Today, Colorado City flourishes 
in the middle of a, desert made 
green by irrization and industry. 
it bas a few elegant homes 
owned hy the leaders and ἃ num- 
ber of dormitory-style buiktings 
Ὁ which women and children 
live. There are 612 schoolchildren 
in the community. 

Critics of Colorado City, some 
of them polygamist dissenters, 
have tied to block state and 
federal school, water and sewer 
funds for the town, They say 
that Colorado City is a theocracy 
in which a few profit and women 
and children are exploited. Com- 
munity members, however. de- 
scribe their town as a communal 
enterprise in which everyone 
shares. With Short Creek and 
its political consequences on the 
minds of politicians in ‘Utah and 
Arizona, no one in government 
seems interested in launching 2 
raiding party. 

Legal Avenue Uncertain 


Indeed, there is considerable 
legal debate over whether plural 
marriege could be successfully 
prosecuted. - Harold Blackmoor, 2 
self-described polygamist living 
in Hurricane, Utah, believes that 


τ a trend in jodicial decisions per- 


mitting relationships between 
homosexuals probably would 
make prosecution of plural mar- 
riage impossible. 

“Nobody is going to take po- 
Iygamy to court.” said Mr. Black- 
moor. “They'd find out that 
outlawing it was unconstitu- 
ttonal” 

This attitude is shared privately 
by various law enforcement offi- 
clals in Utah. A number of 
polygamists arc still deterred. 
however, by the opposition of 
the Mormon Church, which con- 
tinues to excommunicate polys- 
amists.. Many polygamists con- 
sider themselves, to be “Mormon 
fundamentalists" and regard 
this as a. heavy sanction. 

Owen Allred, the senior mem- 
ber of a Salt Lake City-based 
polygamist group, said: 

“We have ho quaitrels with the 
church. Some people cajl us 
fundamentalists; some call us 
polygamists. That's all right, too. 
T call myself a Mormon.” 

Doctrinal Conflicts 

Members of the Allred group 
attend Mormon churches, when 
they are allowed to, and have 
no doctrinal difference other 
than polygamy. But many of the 
smaller sects have become openly 
critical of Mormon leaders, whom 
they see as having abandoned 
revealed truths in favor of 4 
Uberal, modern church. 

Plural marriage was never, 
even at its height in the 1250s. 
practiced by more than 20 per 
eent of Mormons, mostly the 
wealthy leaders A number of 
students of the practice consider 
that it was 8. useful way of tak~- 


ing care of widows and orphans 
in the harsh conditions of the 
1sth-century frontier. 

In polygamust groups like (he 
one heade@ by Mr_ Allred. plural 
marriage is reserved for “a good 
man... an industrious man.” Mr. 
Allred said that he would only 
allow one of every five men who 
apply to take a second wife. 


Contempt for Capitulation 


The characteristic shared by 
al polygamist groups is con- 
tempt for the Mormon decision 
to abandon the practice in the 
face of political pressure. Ali of 
them point to polygamy as part 
of the revelation recelved by 
Mormon prophet Joseph Smith, 
and Mr. Allred made a typical 
comment: “If plural marriage 
was doné away with in 1890, co 
also was the blessing that wens 
with it.” 

Most of the secular concern 
about polygamy continues to 
focus on the status of women 
and children. Tim Anderson of 
Si. George, Utah. a former in- 
vestigator for columnist Jack 
Anderson ino relation’. has 
studied polygamist groups in 
Utah and Arizona and believes 
thai some of them are “white 
slavery” situations for the young 
women, who often are married 
to wealthier, older men. 

To avoid prosecution. polyga- 
mists often record only their 
marriage to the first wife, who 
is the legal heir. Other wives, 
married im private ceremonies, 
have no legal standing snd the 
babies are delivered br midwives 
pie practicing member of the 
sec! 


For this reason. as wel] as ‘he 
historic fear of prosecution. there 
is no accurdte census of the 
polygamist communities. 

Many citizens in Utah show an 
uncomiortable dualism toward 
polygamists, derisively calling 
them “pligs.” But many also 
accept the polygamist argument 
thet the church abandoned plura) 
marriage solely for political rea= 
sons. And nonpolygamists fre- 
quently are srmpathetic to stories 
of persecution of polygamists. 


For their part, polygamists like 
to say that they only practice 
what they preach, while others 
behave hypocritically. “With ali 
that goes on in Washington. why 
should you object to polyzamy?" 
@ polygamist asked. “At least out 
here we marry our extra wives. 
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Roman Polanski 


a lifetime,” said attorney Law- 
reuce Silver, “Justice is not 
made of such stulf.” 

Mr. Gunson asked Polanski if

Buried at Arlington

Soviet-U.S. relations have not run smoothly 
@ince Jimmy Carter's inauguration and alto~- 
zether too much time has been spent of late 
on mutual recrimination. Indeed. Mr. Carter 
has been getting it from both sides, with a 
fair mumber of Americans ascribing the 
Soviet pique to his ineptitude. So there's 
good news in Pravdsa’s Iatest complaint 
against him. Unlike some of the President's 
jJumpier U.S. critics, the Russians accept his 
avowed desire for agreements, especially on 
arms control, and assure him that “détente 
has a future.” It is some of his specific pro- 
posals they do not like—and some of his at- 
titudes about what is fair and foul between 
superpowers trying to keep their competition 
eooL Fair enough. 

To deliver this response to a generally con- 
cillatory speech by Mr. Carter two weeks 
ago. the Russians chose their most prominent 
student of the United States, Georgi Arba- 
tov. an influential Politouro counselor ΜΠ 
a deeply vested interest in detente. Don't 
overdo it, Jimmy, he pleaded; the zigging 
and sagging plays on sensitive nerves in the 
Kremlin: it won't cause 3 war but it could 
Jose valuable time. The Soviet leaders, he 
insisted. have been sniping at the new man 
in the White House not for propaganda ad- 
vantage but because they genuinely worry 
&bout where he is headed.

“We are racking our brains 
and doing eyersthing we can 
think οὐ," Mr. Holland said.

However French it becomes, 
the Ste.

General Motors is one of many 
companies without dominant po- 
sitions in Quebec's menufactur- 
fag, mining and wood pulp and 
paper industries whose ultimaic 
decisions are made by boards of 
directors outside Quebec. 

Normand Labrie, head of the 
Jocal union, declared that Gen- 
eral Motors bad realy begun to 
take the Freneb problem seriously 
only after the election of the 
Parti Québecois.

Mrs. Witke. a young professor of 
history and a budding Sinclogist 
at the State University of New 
York at Binghamton, had gone to 
China to study the condition of 
women. At the time, Chiang 
Ching, at the pinnacle of her 
power as the arbiter of culture, 
was looking for a woman biogra- 
pher who would portray her to 


‘the world as Edgar Snow, the 


American journalist, had chrovi- 
cled the exploits of her husband. 

‘Unlike Snow. who observed 
Mao for extended periods over 
the years, Prof. Witke was invited 
to .obviously rehearsed theater, 
‘The props were all in place, from 
Totus petals to catalogued ideo- 
Jogical tracts and clusters of 
prompters. The stage was domi- 
nated by a consummate actress, 
Chiang Ching. performing as a 
tireless monologist with few ques- 
tions allowed from the audience 
of one, 

The performance was intri- 
fuing. self-serving but revealing, 
There is the tale of the strug- 
pling young actress in wicked 
Shanghai. the flight to the Com- 
munist hinterland base of Yenan 
in 1937 where the attractive 
sophisticate enchants the lonely 
Mao, the hard. desperate years of 
civil war, and the endless battle 
for syif-agsertion and infinence 
in α΄. male-dominated society. 
What is intended as self-glorifica- 
tion often comes through to the

There was the Grand Hotel, an inven- 
tion primarily of the 1850s. The Grand Hotel offered (at a 
price: the world in microcosm, Combining the distractions 
of a big city with the settled calm and exemplary management 
of a great English country house, it was customarity very 
large. Corridors were wide enough for swordplay. 

Public rooms were 20 feet high and 100 feet long, The 
food was the best in town. The orchestra knew ali the new 
waltzes, Shirts were laundered and ironed before you had 
time to tinish your cigar on the terrace, Rarely did fewer 
than 19 liveried members of the staff come forward to satisfy 
your slightest wish. 

On wet days conjurers and acrobats were brought in to 
amuse the children. while their parents settled down to 2 
seven-course afternoon tea and a choice of the new hooks 
in six languages. 

Some hotels of this kind and class are stili in being, They 
inelude the Trois Couronnes in Vevey, Switzerland, where 
Hemy James set the opening pages of “Daisy Miller,” the 
Schweizerhof in Lucerne, Switzerland, which Tolstoi used for 
one of the most corrosive of his short stories, and the Grand 
Hotel des Bains on the Lido in Italy, which Thamas Mann 
so tenderly details in “Death in Venice.” Also still in business 
are the Angleterre in Copenhagen, the Vierjahreszeiten in 
Munich, the Hotel des Indes in The Hague, the Sacher in 
Vienna and the Ritz in Madrid. 

Some of them are as good as ever. One of the great 
consolations of European travel is to check into the Sacher 
and know that for the next five or six days nothing can 
possibly go wrong. But in general time is rumning out for 
the big hotel that keeps to the manners of an earlier day. 

Hotels of that sort welcomed foreign visitors, but they 
also kept up an elaborate and informal network of contacts, 
not only in the city itself. but with people who lived within 
a, day's drive and relied on the hotel for the kind of service 
that they would have gotten at a very good London club. 

Τὸ is difficult to maintain that kind of network, and even 
more Gifficult to offer that kind of service, when the very 


of this kind form a secret society the world aver. They are 
frugal, studious, unspoiled and endowed with an inexhaustible 
Sense of awe. They know the time of every bus, the name of 
every sacristan, and the 41 possible interpretations of the 
Mycenean beehive tomb. They are splendid people. 

But they have their troubles, The perfect pensione in 
getting rarer and rarer. The day is long past, in fact, when 
Katherine Mansfield wrote “In a German Pension” and every 
other family in Florence took in lodgers. To run the perfect 
pensione is @ voration, Not everyone wants to be on the job 
from 6 in the morning until midnight, seven days a week. 
Old people give up, young people have other ideas, help is 
hard to find. 

There are exceptions, however, invidious as it may be to 
name them. Some people prefer the Opernpension in Vienna to 
any hotel. In Venice the Seguso and the Accademia have 
devotees beyond number. In Munich many people swear by 
the Pension Biderstein, though it no longer operates.in the 
big countrified house with 2 garden that was one of the joys 
of European travel. Doubtless there are others. 

And in any case it doesn’t do to be too gloomy. Ail human 
institutions have a natural span that should not be prolonged. 
The overblown grand. hotel could not exist without outrageously 
cheap labor. It attracted a great many appalling people. 
pensione, when not perfect, could be a place where life had 
ground to ἃ halt and would never restart again. Both the one
